ARTICLE 62, 

AMENDMENT? SUSSTITUTE THE FOLLOWING ARTICLE 623 

1. FOR THE PURPOSES OF THIS CONVENTION, THE CONTINENTAL 

SHELF 9F A COASTAL STATE CUMPRISES THE SEABED AND SUBSOIL 
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OF THE SUBMARINE AREAS ADJACENT TO THE CoAST, AND OUTSIDE 
THE AREA OF THE TERRITOKIAL SA, TO A DISTAnCeE OF 208 
NAUTICAL MILES FROM THE BASELINES FROM WHICH THE BREADTH 
OF THE TERRITORIAL SEA IS MEASURED OR, WHERE THE 
CONTINENTAL MARGIN EXTENDS BEYOND THAT LIMIT,» TO THE OUTER 
EDGE OF THE CONTINENTAL MARGIN AS DEFINED IN THIS ARTICLE, 
2, THE CONTINENTAL MARGIN 1S THE NATURAL PROLONGATION OF

DEFINED IN PARAGRAPH 1 WITH THE SECRETARY GENERAL OF THE 
UNITED NATIONS, WHO SHALL GIVE DUE PUZLICITY THERETO. 
4, A CONTINENTAL MARGIN DELIMITATION COMMISSION SHALL BE 
ESTABLISHED IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE PRUVISTONS OF ANNEX

COMMENTS: 
SINCE IT IS IMPOSSIBLE TO DEFINE THE CUNTINENTAL 
MARGIN IN COMPLETELY PRECISE AND UNAMBIGUOUS TERMS THE 
COASTAL STATE SHOULD BE GIVEN SOME FLEXIBILITY IN 
DELIMINATING ITS OWN CONTIWENTAL MARGIN. THE INTERESTS OF 
THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY ARE SAFEGUARDED BY THE NOTICE 
REQUIREMENTS OF PARAGRAPH 3 AND THE COMMISSION ESTABLISHED 
BY PARAGRAPH 4, A COMMISSION AS ENVISIONED BY PARAGRAPH 4 
IS INDISPENSIBLE TO ANY SOLUTION OF CONTINENTAL MARGIN
